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UHF-DX: EUROPE vs. USA 


by Joop J. Prosée, Spanbroek HOLLAND 


Action calls for reaction, so consider this article as a reaction to Mark McCarthy's June 
1993 VUD article concerning the description of the P7 parabolic UHF dish, It’s very 
interesting to see that there exists a rather big difference between the optimum UHF TVDX- 
installation in Europe and the USA. Whilst in the USA huge parabolic dishes like the P5, P6 and 
P7 are considered as "top of the line," serious European TVDXers do use rather big special 
aerials that are based on the Yagi principle. The so-called "bowtie" design, which is widely 
available in Europe in a 4-bay version, is not very popular among TVDXers. Only in the UK do 
some DXers promote the stacking of 2 or 4 of such antennae. On the continent they are not used 
by serious DXers. 


Please don’t think that European TVDXers do not know of the American parabolic dishes. 
Back during the 1970's the P6 and P7 were imported to Holland, The peak for the P7 however 
was reached around 1985 when a Dutch antenna factory imported many of these parabolic 
dishes. At that time, the Channel Master 7' dish also was a rather normal thing on the roofs 
here in Holland. Unfortunately the stormy winters here decimated the P7's within a few years. 
in other words, the mechanical reliability was rather bad in our climate. In that time several 
tests between European UHF Yagi top designs and the P7 were carried out. 


Let me first give a description of the European UHF-DX "top" models. All these designs 
are of the Yagi principle, but the big trick lies in the fact that every single antenna consists 
actually of four coupled simple Yagi's. The directors are shaped in a special way, resulting in 
four normal single directors. A row of about 20 of these four-way directors leads the received 
signal to an unusual 1-wavelength dipole. Normally the Yagi principle requires a dipole that is 
half a wavelength, The reflector section is formed by a construction that is very similar to that 
of the reflector of a corner-reflector antenna. Technically spoken, one could really say that 
these antennae consist of a comer-reflector antenna that is fed by four rows of Yagi-directors. 


The thought behind this concept is the magnetic coupling of the four rows of directors, 
resulting ina stronger signal from the 1-wavelength dipole than from a similar simple Yagi 
antenna. Advertisements state for this type of antenna: "Four Antennae In One.” Personally | 
don't think that this is the whole truth, but the results of these Super Yagi's are quite 
remarkable. And it's the result that counts for DX-equipment, 


The trendsetter for these type of super Yagi's is the German factory of FuBA, that already 
launched these remarkable antennae in 1966 as the FuBA XC3-principle! A very strong point 
lies in the fact that this design has never been altered in an electrical way up to this very 
moment. Soon after the launching of the FuBA XC3-principle several other important antenna 
factories came out with their own designs based on the XC3-principal, most of these also from 
West Germany such as Hirschmann, Kathrein, Stolle and Astro. 


Around 1970 Dutch TVDxers found out that the FuBA XC391-types were very well 
suited for UHF-DXing. Especially the XC391 type: D was and is still an almost optimal UHF 
wideband antenna with far better performance than bowtie and "normal" wideband Yagi types. 
This XC391-D type is designed for an optimum performance for the European channels 49-60 
(North American channels 50-67). Because of the Yagi wideband-principal for lower 
frequencies than the design frequency, the XC391-D is also very well performing on channels 
£21-48 (ch A14-49), together with the design range the total reception range is called; the 
application range. Even the higher channels £61-63 (A68-70) can be received with 
satisfactory results with the D-type. What sort of gain, front-to-back ratio. etc. can we expect 
from such an XC391-D type? This antenna has a mechanical length of 2.26m (7'5") resulting 
in a horizontal angle of 44 degrees on E21 (A14) and 21 degrees on E60 (A67). An F/B-ratio 
for the design-area 49-60 (AS0-67) of 30 dB (!) and slightly worse (4 to 1 dB) between 
£21-48 (A14-49). A gain of 16-17 dBd for the design-area and a gain of 12-16 dBd for the 
£21-48 (A14-49) area, Of course these are not really astonishing cyphers but the very good 
F/B ratio compared to that of the P7 is remarkable. The big secret and success of this FUBA- 
design for TVDXers is the way these antennae can be stacked. Two broadside stacked XC391-D 
aerials generate real Super DX-quality. In Mark McCarthy's articles the emphasis is always 
laid on the necessity for small horizontal angles for serious Xing. Well, what do you think of

an angle of 16 degrees (using the 3 dB beamwidth standard) on ch E21 (A14) and even 8.5 
degrees on ch E60 (A67)! And don''t let us forget the increase in forward gain, because of the 
stacking, of 2.5 dBd over the complete frequency area, resulting in a gain figure of 19 d8d for 
the design area and 14 to 19 dBd between channels E21 (A14)-£48 (A49). F/B ratio will 
remain approximately the same as for one XC391-D. No wonder two stacked XC391-D's have 
become the standard UHF DX-installation in Holland, Belgium and Finland! 


The big difference between the FuBA products and the other named brands is the very 
open policy of FuBA with inside information about stacking etc, They give exact measuring for 
stacking distances, horizontal and vertical angles and gain figures that can be expected when you 
stack their products. On the other hand the FuBA XC391-D is considerably cheaper, has lesser 
volume, weight and windload than the comparable Hirschman Fesa 818N60. While two XC391- 
D's perform superbly, tests have shown that stacking two Hirschmann 818N60's will lead to 
very disappointing results, Financially, one can buy two XC391-D's for the price of one 
81 BUN6O! 


The complete FuBA range consists of the XC391 types A to E. While the D-type can be 
considered as the UHF-wideband antenna, the other types are real channel group antennae. Type 
XC391-A covers channels E21-28 (A14-24) 17 dBd, XC391-8 is designed for channels £29- 
37 (A25-36) 17 dBd, The application range: channels E21-37 (A14-36), XC391-C is for 
channels E38-48 (A26-50) 17 dBd. Application range: channels E21-48 (A14-50), XC391 
D: see above. Ending with the XC391-£ type that is designed for optimum performance in 
channels 61-68 (A68-77) 16 dBd. The application range of the XC391-E is: channels E36- 
68 (A33-77). 


The absolute DXers delight can be reached by stacking four D-type FuBA's in a broadside 
way. Maximum gain goes from 17 dBd for channel E21 (A14) via 22 dBd for channel E55 
(A60) to 21 dBd for channel E60 (A67). Horizontal angles become real "razor-sharp," 8 to 7 
degrees for channel E21 (A14) and 5 to 4 degrees for E60 (AG7) can be reached when the 
stacking is carried out properly. It is very clear to see, that the European Super UHF-Yagi's 
have great DX-potential, especially when you stack two or four of them. 


What can be said about the comparison of the P7 with some of the above mentioned 
European wideband designs? One of the first things that were mentioned about the P7, was the 
rather moderate F/B-ratio between 20 and 25 dB. Some 4 to 6 dB lower than the European Yag 
models. The F/B ratio is in the heavily crowded aether of these days of much more importance 
than extreme forward gain. What can you receive with an antenna with much forward gain and a 
bad F/B ratio? The P7 comparisons were with single European models, broadside stacked 
antennae were not compared with the P7. Up to channel E57 (A62) differences in gain were not 
remarkable with somewhat more overall gain for the Yagi's, approximately 1 to 1.5 dBd. From 
A62 to A77 the P7 had considerable the P7 had considerable more gain (19 dBd), than the Yagi's 
except for the Hirschmann 81BUN60 which is also performing quite well in this higher 
frequency range. We have to consider however, that the rest of the yagi types mentioned have a 
highest design channel of E60 (A67), while the P7 can handle A83! After all, the P7 never 
became real popular in Europe. And there were several reasons for it 


Firstly: the financial issue. In 1985 a P7 cost in Holland and West Germany $220. In 
that time the most popular European Yagi, the FubA XC391D cost $55. So the conclusion is 
obvious, when you choose for two stacked FuBA-D's you got better performance for 
approximately half the price of a P7. 


Secondly: the mechanical issue, The P7 is heavier, spacier and has more windload than 
one or even two FuBA's D. The mastspace needed for a P7 lies around 2.4 meters (8'), 
Normally we use So much space for a complete TVDX-installation with from bottom to top, VHF- 
low, VHF-high and UHF aerials 


With this article | hope to have given interesting information about the types of UHF- 
antennae in use with European TVDXers. 


WIDEBAND _UHF AERIALS 


THE EUROPEAN POINT-OF-VIEW ON DX ANTENNAS FOR THE BAND. 


The enthusiast who wants an aerial giving him coverage of the whole UHF spectrum is faced with a 
bewildering selection of aerials from which to choose. He will also find that there are contlcting claims over 
aerial gain - and he'll probably receive many a recommendation for this make of aerial or that one. After all 
someone who's bought a particular aerial and received a great many stations during a good opening will 
‘obviously comment favorably about the aerial of his choice. During ‘average’ conditions he'll have 
received tropospheric scatter signals (tluttery and fading) trom stations perhaps 300 miles distant, 
confirming his view of the gerial’s excellent performance. Another enthusiast, on the other hand, will have 
received similar results using a different make of aerial. If we cosited the two aerials, mounted them at the 
same height and used the same length ot feeder, the results would undoubtedly be much the same - the 
aerials produced by reputable manufacturers give similar performances for a given number of director 
elements, type of reflector system, etc. 


The Long Yagi 


The ‘long Yag" with mutti-etement director assemblies has been popular over the last decade. Much initial 
esearch on the system was done by Fuba (W. Germany), who first introduced this type of aerial on the 
domestic market Since then the same basic design has been adapted by various continental and UK 
manufacturers. The latter have tended to modify the director assemblies somewhat, while the continental 
manutacturers have generally kept to the onginal look of the thing and its performance characteristics 


The highest frequency that can be received by a long Yagi is determined by the dimensions of its 
directors, If the directors are cut to say ch. 60, higher frequency signals will not be accepted and pass 
along the chain, but will be reflected. in addition, the directional polar response of a ch, 21-60 system 
becomes sharper with increasing frequency until the highest designed-for channel is reached. At this 
point the horizontal beamwidth is typically 22-250 between the -3 dB points, Beam width is directly related 
to forward gain. Thus for a typical wideband long Yagi the lowest gain/widest horizontal beamwidth 
(typleally 40-450 at the -24B points) will be at ch, 21, the performance rising to its most efficient towards 
the top end of the bandwidth over which it is designed to operate. 


Gain 


it's the gain figure that generally sells an aerial. But as we've seen, this varies with frequency. In the case 
of a wideband long Yagi, the gain at the high end of the spectrum will be typically some 6dB higher than 
the gain at the lower end, Le. ch 21, The gain of a so-called 92/92 element UF Yagi of the type shown in 
Fig. 1 is 10.508 at ch 21, rising to a peak of 16-16.5dB at ch. 56 (see Fig. 2). These gain figures are 
relative to a halt-wave dipole. With a reduced bandwidth, to cover say chs. 21-80, the overall gain is 
higher, but stl rises with frequency,
